Men to Keep Industry Moving. 
There has followed for the last few- 


days a slackening of freight move- 
ments on the D. & H- and wh%; it 
may be attributed in part to the ob- 
.servaace o' Memorial day and ab- 
sence from work of miners following 
the holiday, still there is reported a 
notable shortage of men in- the an- 
thracite section to mine even the nor- 
mal production of coal. It -was re- 
centlv stated that the field requires 
the services of about 35,000 miners, 
while the demand for labor else- 
where has reduced the number of 
available men to les than 25,000 with 
a. shortage of production that affects 
the shipments and promises to make 
''the conditions even more distressing 
when, cold weather arrives. 
There 


has followed no, accumulation for win- 
ter and there is none in sight, accord- 
ing "to the men in the coal regions. 
The slackness of coal shipments has 
! resulted in less activity among the 
train "crews and the men are now ac- 
tually able to remain- in 24 hours and 
sometimes more.
